BY THE BOARD: 

On March 21, 2006, the Superior Court for the County of Santa Cruz 

(Court) issued an order granting petition for writ of administrative mandamus in the 

matter of Bob Rudolph Enterprises, Inc. v. State Water Resources Control Board, 

Case No. CV 149342 (Attached).  By order of the Court, State Water Resources Control 

Board (State Water Board) Order No. WQO 2004-0005 is hereby withdrawn.  The 

matter of the petition of Chevron Products Company for review of a technical report 

order for 4000 Portola Drive, Santa Cruz is remanded to the California Regional Water 

Quality Control Board, Central Coast Region (Central Coast Water Board). 

The Central Coast Water Board is directed to comply with the Court’s 

order by revising its technical report order of November 9, 2000, specifically stating 

what actions are being ordered and stating the statutory authority to order each required 

action.  By order of the Court, the Central Coast Water Board’s revised order shall be 

based upon the record before it as of November 9, 2000.
